WASHINGTON, May 23.—With 
eight votes to spare, President 
Roosevelt’s veto of the Patman 
“greenback” bonus bill was 
tained by the Senate today as was 
expected. The vote was 54 for over- 
riding to 40 against. 

Immediately after the vote was 
announced, Senator Bennett Clark 
of Missouri sent to the desk a 
printed motion to suspend the Sen- 
ate rules to enable him to introduce 
as a “rider” to the pending naval 
appropriation bill his proposal to 
direct. the payment of face value 
of the adjusted compensation cer- 
tificates at once but giving’ the 
President three ways to obtain the 
necessary $2,200,000,000. 

A two-thirds vote of the Senate 

i 
is necessary to suspend the rules 
for such a “rider,” and the vote for 
suspension will indicate how the 
Senate will line up for the Clark 
proposal. 

Clark and his Missouri Demo- 
'cratic colleague, Truman, voted to 
|override the President’s veto. Sen- 
ator Lewis of Illinois, the Demo- 
|cratic whip, also voted to override 
'while Dieterich, the other Illinois 
| Senator, voted to support the Presi- 
_dent. All Senators voted except 
Norbeck of South Dakota. Senator- 
elect-Hoit of West Virginia has not 
been seated. 

“Missouri Compromise.” 

The Clark immediate payment 
plan, already labeled “the Missouri 
Compromise,” provides that the 
President can issue “greenbacks” to 
pay the bonus, can use the unappro- 
priated funds in the Treasury, or 
obtain the money from the $4, 
relief appropria- 
tion. The plan authorizes the use 
of one or all of the three methods. 

Clark believes that the support of 
the President’s veto of the Patman 
bill by the Senate can be laid to the 
bill’s inflationary possibilities. Clark 
originally sponsored the Vinson bill, 
which has been indorsed by the 
American Legion. He has said _ that 
this bill would receive six more 
votes in the Senate than the Pat- 
man bill. The vote today, however, 
proves that at least nine more pro- 
bonus votes are needed to override 
the President's disapproval. 

Vinson Bill Again, Maybe. 

It is expected that the Vinson 
bill will be reintroduced in the 
‘House. It fought a neck-and-neck 
battle with the Patman Dill, 
\dorsed by the Veterans of Foreign | 
| Wars, when the bonus question was 
‘first debated in that body and the 
Patman bill received preference by 
‘a margin of one vote. The action

Borah’s Speech. 


Before the Senate was allowed 
to vote whether the Patman bill 
should be approved’ despite the 


President's veto, several Senators 
made speeches for the record to 
explain their ballots. Each Sen- 
ator was limited to 30 minutes, and 
under the unanimous consent agree- 
ment adopted yesterday, no Senator 
was allowed to speak more than 
once, 

The only Senator who had an 
important reason for making a 
speech was Borah of Idaho, who 
was quoted by the President yester- 
day in opposition to making the 
veterans a privileged class. Borah 
declared that the quotation had 
been taken from a speech made 
more than 13 years ago, when he 
was opposing the whole plan for 
veterans’ adjusted compensation, 
He said he had voted for the Pat- 
man bill and would vote to override 
the President's veto because the 
pending measure would increase 
the volume of currency in the coun- 
try. He denied that the printing of 
$2,200,000,000 in “greenbacks” would 
be inflation. 

“The issuance of this amount of 


money,” he declared “would not 
even start ‘reflation.’” 

The Senate met at 10 a. m. today, 
two hours earlier than usual, to 
dispose of the matter.

Alexander E. Williams, Quarter- 
master Corps, had been on triai for 
the last three days at the Army 
War College and had sentenced the 
officer to be dismissed from the 
military service. The members of 
the court unanimously joined in a 
recommendation of clemency on ac- 
count of the long and faithful ser-, 
vice of Col. Williams.” 

“The specific allegations 
which Col. Williams was tound 
guilty were the soliciting and ob- 
taining of a loan of $2000 while he 
was a Brigadier-General and as- 
sistant to the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral in charge of the Transporta- 
tion Division of the Quartermaster- 
General's office in November, 1933, 
from the representative of an au- 
tomobile tube concern whom he 
knew was attempting to favorably 
interest him in this tube in order 
to secure War Department con- 
tracts and also of giving false testi- 
mony by denying the loan, before 
Subcommittee No. 3 of the Commit- 
tee of Military Affairs of the 
House on Dec. 10, 1934.

AUDIT OF COOK COUNTY 
CLERK'S BOCKS FILED 


R. M. Sweitzer Admits Holding 
Back More Than $300,000 
Pending Report. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 23.—A report on 
an audit of the Cook County Clerk's 
office presented to the County 
Board today showed a balance of 
$413,583.07 due when Robert M. 
Sweitzer relinquished the office last 
December to become County Treas- 
urer. The report was made by 
counsel for Clerk Michael J. Flynn, 
Sweitzer’s successor. 

Sweitzer, now County Treasurer, 
admitted he had not turned over 
all the funds to his suecessor but 
asserted he stood ready to do so “if 
the figures in the audit are cor- 
rect.” 

He reiterated previous denials of 
any shortage, which Chicago news- 
papers asserted might run as high 
as $414,000, and said he had _ the 
money, which “I have said all along 
would be considerably in excess of 
$300,000,” in a bank. 

First Audit in 62 Years. 


The audit prepared at-the order 
of County Clerk Michael Flynn, also 
a Democrat, is the first the clerk’s 
office has undergone in 62 years, 

Sweitzer maintained he had not 
completed the transfer to Flynn 
only because he was awaiting the 
report of the audit. The fund in- 
volved, tax redemption money, has 
a somewhat anomalous position as 
it has been held to be not the 
county's but the taxpayers’.

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BABY DEATH RATE IN CITIES 
IS LOWER THAN ON FARMS 


Lack of Adequate Medical Care in 
Rural Areas Said to Be 
Reason, 

Be the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 23. — The 
farm baby no longer has as good 
an opportunity to reach his first 
birthday as his city brother, the 
Children’s Bureau says. 

Since 1929 the death rate for city 
babies has been lower than the 
rate for farm babies. The death 
rate for both the city and farm in- 
fants in 1932 and 1933 was 58 in 
évery thousand, says the Bureau. 
City babies died at the rate of 57 


in a thousand, and farm babies at'ton of Atlantic City, N. J. 


the rates of 58 in 1932, and 59 in 
1933. 

The figures are explained by 
Katharine F, Lenroot, director of 
the Bureau, as due largely to the 
lack of adequate medical care in 
small towns and rural areas, 

Mothers who live in the rural 
counties of 24 states have no per- 
manent county-wide nursing service 
to aid them, the Bureau has found.

ETHIOPIA WON'T YIELD, 
T INFORMS LEAGUE 


Italy Trying to Impose Will by 
intimidation and Violence, 
Message Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, May 23.—Ethiopia last 
night warned the League of WNa- 
tions. now considering its dispute 
with Italy, that it would yield neith- 
er “to Italian intimidation nor Itali- 


an violence.” 

Emperor Haile Selassie’s latest 
communication was read to. the 
Council at the end of the day's ses- 
sion which saw Ethiopia formally 
charged with maintaining slavery 
and the slave traffic. Baron Pom- 
peo Aloisi, the Italian delegate, 
made the charge. 

The day also served to empha- 
size the difficulties confronting 
Capt. Anthony Eden, British Lord 
Privy Seal, and Pierre’ Laval, 
French Foreign Minister, who are 
seeking ways to settle the frontier 
dispute outside the League halls. 

It was said reliably Baron Aloisi 
sought to prevent reading before 
the Council of the Emperor's appeal 
and only consented with the under- 
standing that the Council members 
would not discuss it publicly. 

The new communication accused 
Italy of aggression and complained 
that Italy was blocking arbitration 


_and “any impartial settlement of the 


dispute while piling up armaments, 
munition and troops which imperil 
peace.” It said Italy was trying to 
impose its will upon Ethiopia by in- 
timidation and violence. 

Aloisi based his charge concern- 


ing slavery, he said, on the report 


of slavery question experts, which 
said Ethiopian soldiers own slaves 
and conduct slave raids outside the 
borders of the East African Empire. 
He opened his attack on Ethiopia 
during the Council’s consideration 
of the slavery commission’s report. 

The Council adopted a resolution 
requesting ratification of the slav- 
ery convention as quickly as possi- 
ble by all nations which have not 
already signed it.

A Path for Reason 


HE statement of James H. Perkins. on 

the Eccles banking bill should do much 
to clarify the issues of the controversy and 
to promote a sensible settlement. Mr. Per- 
kins has made a contribution to the argu- 
ment which, if it is fully understood, cuts 
away the ground from under the irreconcil- 
able opponents and the unvielding support- 
ers of the bill He has opened up a path 
for reasonable men. 

Mr. Perkins’s argument is that all “the 
vital points of. Title Il,” that is to say, all 
the powers to control the supply of money 
already existand arealready inthe hands of 
the Federal Reserve Board and the admin- 
istration. The Eccles bill does not create 
any new power over money. All its powers 
have either been assumed by the Federal 
teserve Board, as in the case of the dis- 
count rate, or, as-to reserve ratios and open 
market policy, have been granted under 
emergency legislation to the President, the 
secretary of the Treasury, or the Reserve 
Board. What the Eccles bill does is not to 
create powers that do not now exist, but to 
make permanent these emergency powers 
and to centralize them more precisely in the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

This cuts both ways.- It disposes com- 
pletely of those who have been arguing that 
the Eccles bill is simply a furtive device to 
finance deficits. ‘For if the administration 
intends to rape the banks, it already has, on 
Mr. Perkins’s showing, all the power it needs 
to commit the crime. On the other hand. it 
disposes no less completely of the conten- 
tion that the bill cannot be carefully con- 
sidered and amended because it is necessary 
to fix immediately the responsibility for con- 
trolling the potential credit expansion. Since, 
under existing laws, the administration and 
the board have power to control the money 
market, the responsibility is already fixed 
upon them. rR.

An. hysterical opposition does not, how- 

ever, justify a fanatical support of the pres- 


ent bill. The crucial question is whether 
the proposed control of the money SUpPply 
is properly arranged. That question § is 


thrust into the front of the debate by M1: 
Perkins's demonstration that the bill does 
not create new powers. It follows that Gov. 
Eccles cannot say he must have this bill at 
once as it is written in order to meet an 
emergency that may be at hand. For the 
powers to meet the emergency already exist. 
He has, therefore, to face the question 
whether the arrangement proposed in his bill 
is the wisest arrangement, not for a near 
emergency but for a long future. That is 
the real issue. The cry of emergency is as 
hysterically unreal from supporters of the 
bill as is the cry of inflation to carry deficits 
from opponents of the bill 

The controversy has reached a_ point 
where, the unreal issues having been dis- 
posed of, it is the turn of Gov. Eeeles to 
say where he stands on the proposals to 
divorce the Federal Reserve Board from the 
executive branch of the Government, on the 
one ‘hand, and to make it more representa- 
tive of the regional reserve banks. on the 
other. These are the essential amendments 
desired by men who understand the bill. be- 
lieve in its principles and its purposes, and 
wish to perfect it | 

An unresponsive and unyielding attitude 
to these sincere and constructive proposals 
would be costly and stupid. For it would 
convince many who now support the essen- 
tials of this bill and many whose co-opera- 
tion will be needed to make the bill effee- 
tive, that those who propose to control the 
money supply of the nation are. however: 
good their intentions and their theoretical 
grasp of monetary: policy, grievously and 
dangerously lacking in the wisdom needed to 
make democratic institutions work.

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BIDS ON SCHOOL COAL 
| CALLED FOR BY BOARD 


Rail . Freights Higher This 
Year Than Last; More Truck- 
ing Likely, Dealers Think. 


Specifications have been issued 
for bids for the annual supply fo 
coal for the Board of Education, 
but school officials and coal dealers 
had no definite idea of the probable 
cost of the fuel estimated to amount | 
to 40,008 tons. Bids will be opened | 
by the Supply Committee June 4. | 

Since 1932 the coal needs of the 
schools have _ presented a yearly 
problem. This year the call was | 
for 25,223 tons of egg coal and 14,- | 
785 tons of screenings. | 

The rail freight rate to St. Louis | 
from the inner group of Illinois) 
mines has been’ increased — from | 

$1.05 a ton, which was a net rate | 
quoted for the board last year, to | 
$1.15, the current standard rate. 
While about half of the supply un- | 
der last year’s contracts was hauled | 
direct from the mines to the} 
schools by motor truck, coal deal-| 
ers were of the opinion the volume | 
of trucking might increase _ this| 
year because of the increased rail| 
charge. 

Retail Code Not Operative. 

Cost of school coal under the, 
1934 contracts was 73 per cent great- | 
er than under the 1933 orders, bes] 
eause of the application of NRA | 
codes in the meantime and because 
@ special rail rate of 75 cents a ton; 
had been given the board in 1933. | 
Dealers said the retail coal code no} 
longer was operative, but that ap- | 
plication of the bituminous opera- 
tor’s code probably would tend to 
keep the price level above that of 
1933. Some of them thought that 
the prospective bids would range be- | 
tween the 1934 and 1933 prices, but | 
they conceded this to be a guess. | 

For an estimated requirement of | 
43,110 tons last year, the basic cost | 
was $142,690, whereas it would have 
been $82,298 at the price scale of | 
the preceding year. For 43,270 tons! ® 
in 1933 the basic price was $82,541, 
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which school officials felt repre- 
sented approximately bare cost. 
There was active competition for 


hauling the school coal in 1933 be- 
tween the steam railroads, the elec- 
trified Illinois Terminal System and 
the truckers. Somewhat more than 
half of that year’s supply was deliv- 
ered by rail, under the 75-cent rate, 
but the supply would have cost 
$14,606 more if it had been @deliv- 
ered entirely by rail. | 

The 1932 supply cost $90,850, de- 
livered largely by truck, and would 
have cost $12,485 more if delivered 
wholly by rail. The railroads pro- 
tested unavailingly that year over 
the use of trucks. Theretofore the 
school coal always had come by 
rail. 

The new specifications cautioned 
bidders not to submit analvses for 
coal they proposed to furnish which 
exceeded in quality what were gen- 
erally conceded to be fair analyses 
for the respective mines. Price 
being equal per ton, the board 
awards contracts for coal with the 
best analyses, and subjects contrac- 

‘ tors to penalties for failures to de- 
liver material coming up to the pro- 
posal. By submitting an excessive 
analysis, a dealer might hope to 
win a contract, with the prospect 
of standing penalties for inferior 
fuel. The penalty is double the 
amount of the modified unit cost. 

B. T. U. Specifications. 

A minimum heating value, ex- 
pressed in British thermal units, 
was provided in the specifications, 
also maximum content of ash, sul- 
phur and moisture. It was required 
that screenings should test as high 
as egg coal, and for both a heating | 
value of 11,000 B. T. U. per pound. 
was called for. Last year egg coal | 
was required to have only 10,800 B. | 
T. U. and screenings 10,300. Some 
coal men thought longer hauls than 
usual would be required to. get 
screenings of this quality, which 
might force use of rail transporta- | 
tion for this part of the supply. 

In the past, the board has bought 
chestnut coal for some mechanical 
stokers. It was decided that these 
stokers could use a better grade of 
screenings, ‘so the chestnut was 
eliminated. The egg coal will be | 
for hand-fired boilers. 

Certain dealers who customarily | ] 
bid on the school supply said condi- 
tions were so uncertain at present 

| that they could not forecast prices. | 
; Supply Commissioner Barr was of | 
) the same opinion. One dealer said | 
the operators’ code had confirmed |§ 
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the union wage scale and might | 
tend to prevent price-cutting. He | 


thought it likely the new egg coal |i 
supply would. be delivered by truck. 
Another dealer said new prices 
were just. being obtained from the 
mines, and mentioned the talk of a 
miners’ strike next month as creat- 
ing confusion in the market. The 
specifications provided that the bid 
prices would be revised up or down |§ 
dn proportion to any changes in 
mine wages or rail freight rates.
